He Spring raketh beginning ar the time of the Sens en 
 rrance Into the Aiquinottial Sign Aries, making the 
Days and Nights of equal length to all che Tnhabicants of 
the Earth: rhe Sun, at this time, moving in one of the great 
Circles of the Sphere,whereas at all other times of the year, 
he moverh in a leſler Circle ; although to ſeveral Inhabt- 
tants, the Days be longer, and the Nights ſhorter, and the, 
contrary 3 butrhis may be a feeming Paradox to rhoſe who 
under(tind not the Doctrine of the Sphere,concerning which 
I ſhall in ſome mealure, give ſome light inco, if I proſecute 
this Annually, as I have now begun.

us, either 1n whole, or in part. And theſe Eclipſes do 
alwayes happen, when the Sun and moon are in.conjuni-1 
on, that is, inone and the ſame fign and Degree of the 
Zodiack and 1s at every new moon, that they are in con-

only, when the Conjundion js near the heal or ray] of che 
Dragon. And of Eclipies of the Sun, when they happen, 
they may appear to ſome Inhabicants, to be eclipſed but in 
Part; and to orhers, the Sun may appear ro be rorally 
eclipſed; and to other Nations, ic may nor appear arall; 
though che Sun, at the ſame time, be atove their Horizon, 
and the Sun eclipſed in the day time,

A S theEclipſe ofthe Sun was caufed Hy the Opacous 
body of the moon, tnte: poſing berween our fight, 
and the Sun: fo, cn the contrary, rhe Ecijple of the 
moon is cauſed by the inre: polition of the Earch (* which 
jsalio an paces dark body ) berween rhe Sun, and the 
moon, when they are in oppoſite ſ:gns one to anorher, and

Ecliple, Withour continuance And ( 2.) Afrer the 
moons body is wholly darkned by the ſhadow of the 
Earth, ir may continue ſome time in that darkneſs, and 
ſuch tclipſes are called Total Eclipſe2s, with continvance. 
W hich differ ences do principally ati iſe from the Latitude of 
the moon, and her djitance from che Eciiptick Line 3 bunt 
of theſe things hereaſte! : ſo, leaving theſe Generals, let 
us come to Particulars, and fay ſomerhing conceiming thoſe 
that will be viſible this year.

tro Portarum, or When the Meon goes from rhe Sun to him, 
or from him to rhe Sun, then 1s there an eminent change 
of Weathers In Spring and Harveſt, he cauſerh co d rain, 
hail and ſnow: in Summer, Thunfer, hail, rain and dark 
weather: In Winter, Snow and Froſi; and this Aipe, EfF
